One story ended and another 
began when the Bergthal Mennonite 
Church children cut ceremonial rib¬ 
bons Aug. 28 on their newly installed 
playground inherited from the near¬ 
by Midway Community School. 

The congregation celebrated the 
event with the ribbon cutting and a 
Friday evening hotdog roast beside 
the playground on the church prop¬ 
erty on the Bergthal Road east of 
Didsbury. 

Tracy Brown, who attended the 
school as a young student, taught the 
crowd a folk song-style prayer called 
For This Special Playground We Give 
Thanks. 

Some of the parents of the chil¬ 
dren who cut the ribbons and played 
on the equipment attended Midway 
School, which was built in 1953, 
expanded with construction of a gym 
in 1960 and survived the first pro¬ 
posed closure in 2008. 

The school was finally closed June 
30,2013 at the end of the school year. 


It no longer made sense to keep 
it open because attendance had 
declined to a dribble of students, and 
the building needed repairs to meet 
Chinook’s Edge School Division 
standards for the safety and well¬ 
being of the students. 

Oilfield and pipeline welders Darcy 
MacKinnon, Steve Nowosad and 
Jeff McNall purchased the school 
in February 2014 to convert into an 
oilsands and oilfield manufacturing 
shop.

MacKinnon, the project leader, 
had several requests to purchase the 
playground equipment at the school. 

He gave the Bergthal church the 
equipment to keep in the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Church volunteers moved the 


equipment from the school to 
the church, levelled the ground, 
installed a framework of railway tie 
timbers and a base of fine gravel and 
reassembled the playground. 

The only cash expenses the church 
incurred were for the timbers and 
tool rental. 

Bergthal has become a community 
primarily of acreage owners living 
on small parcels subdivided from 
pasture, hay and grain land now 
leased to farm operators. 

“I didn’t know we had this many 
children in the congregation,” one 
long-standing member said. 

“I hope we see them come 
Sunday." 

The church has called a new min¬ 
ister, Rev. Anna-Lisa Salo, who for¬ 
mally started work Sept. 1 but was 
at the playground ribbon cutting and 
barbecue. 

Church chairman Dave Derksen 
said one thing the church saw in 
Rev. Salo was that she could draw 
young families to be part of a new 
start for a congregation with an 
aging membership.

The Liberal Party candidate for Red 
Deer-Mountain View says she is the 
“middle" choice for Conservatives dis¬ 
enfranchised by the policies and per¬ 
formance of the Harper government. 

Chandra Kastem, a massage thera¬ 
pist, executive director of the Red Deer 
Symphony Orchestra and mother of 
11-year-old Phoenix, was nominated 
Aug 90 to represent the Liberals in the 
Oct, 12 election. 

“I bring a fresh set of eyes to the rid¬ 
ing," Kastem said in a Sept. 2 interview. 

“My voters are the 60 per cent who 
are undecided,” she said. 

“That includes Conservatives who 
can no longer support Stephen Harper." 

“The NDP is too far left, especially in 
Red Deer -Mountain View." 

“As a province we have been saying 
‘oops’ since electing an NDP provincial 
government in May,” said Kastem. 

“But (NDP Leader Thomas) Mulcair 
thinks he can ride his party’s Alberta 
momentum into power.” 

“In Canada we have a party on the 
right in government and a party on 
the left as the official Opposition,” she 
said. 

“What we need is a centre party in 
government."

For Canadians who don’t like the 
way Harper has changed things, but 
can’t swing to the far left and the 
NDP, Liberals are the obvious choice, 
Kastem said. 

“I don’t like what Harper has done. 
When I received his $420 child care 
benefit increase in July, I sent it back,” 
she said. 


“I wrote on the cheque: ‘Nice try’.” 

Kastem was raised in Thunder Bay, 
Ont. where her father was a grain 
commissioner, now a grain inspec¬ 
tor, and her stepmother a cook with 
Corrections Canada. 

She came to Red Deer 10 years ago 
after she finished college to work as a 
massage therapist. 

“I love causes,” she said. 

Her first cause in Alberta was to 
lead the change management process 
that transformed the Massage Therapy 
Association of Alberta (MTAA). 

She was taken aback to discover 
that massage therapy had poor self- 
government and when she raised the 
issue, the association officials asked 
her, “What are you going to do about 
it?” 

She volunteered to be the MTAA 
treasurer when it was a 300-member 
sleepy little club that didn’t differenti¬ 
ate between trained professionals and 
the well meaning but poorly qualified. 

By the time she finished a four-year 
stint as president, the MTAA was a 
1,100-member group of health-care 
professionals who had gained the right 
to send bills to third-party health insur¬ 
ers. 

Then Kastem accepted the position 
as executive director of the Red Deer 
symphony, which was struggling finan¬ 


cially. 

She took over in a year when the 
symphony lost $69,000 and was limp¬ 
ing badly. 

It closed its books for the most recent 
year $900 in the black. 

“I am not a music person, and that 
gave me the emotional detachment 
needed to encourage the board and 
staff to try new things,” said Kastem. 

She is the last rn;qor party candi¬ 
date to be nominated in Red Deer- 
Mountain View, and planned to hit the 
ground running in the rural half of the 
riding over the Labour Day weekend 
with meetings in Didsbury, Olds and 
Innisfail. 

She entered the race after Red Deer- 
Lacombe Liberal candidate and United 
Church minister Jeff Rock encouraged 
and mentored her to do so. 

She describes herself as “squarely 
behind” the party’s campaign platform 
and said she looks forward to listening 
to what the people of the riding think. 

“Red Deer-Mountain View is about 
half and half urban and rural, so 1 will 
ei\joy listening to many different points 
of view,” she said. 

“But don’t underestimate me,” she 
added. 

“If I had a nickel for everyone who 
has underestimated me, I’d be a 
wealthy woman.”

Alberta Health Services 
(AHS) will launch a 
new bidding round for 
the Didsbury hospital’s 
emergency helipad this 
month after bids sub¬ 
mitted in the first round 
exceeded the budget by 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Chief program offi¬ 
cer for capital manage¬ 


ment Brian Stevenson 
said AHS expects “more 
reasonable” bids to be 
submitted because of the 
“turndown (in) Alberta’s 
economy.” 

If a suitable bid is 
submitted by a qualified 
bidder and accepted, 
work on the helipad 
could begin before win¬ 
ter, “depending on when 
winter begins,” said 
Stevenson. 


In any case, “the new 
heliport would be com¬ 
pleted next year." 

Although AHS is wait¬ 
ing to see how the prov¬ 
incial government’s fall 
budget affects its $ 18-bil¬ 
lion annual expendi¬ 
tures, Alberta Health 
Services is committed to 
this project because the 
community is paying for 
it through the Rosebud 
Health Foundation. 


There may be a “dif¬ 
ferent design” required 
to bring t he project in on 
budget, said Stevenson, 
adding Transport Canada 
specifications for a com¬ 
pliance certificate will 
not be compromised. 

“We are just the bank¬ 
ers,” said Alf Olhauser, 
Rosebud Health 

Foundation chair. 

“AHS is the builder and 
operator.” 

The Rosebud Health 
Foundation solicits 
funds to buy equipment 
for the hospital and has 
raised $415,000 to pay 
for the heliport, said 
foundation board mem¬ 
ber Clem Kuelker. 

“That is our budget and 
we thought we’d get a 
bid for that or a bit less,” 
said Kuelker. 

“But the low bid 
in the first round was 
$615,000." 

The previous Didsbury 
hospital helipad was 
shut down in 2009. 

In the interim, STARS 
air ambulance service 
has been required to use 
the Olds-Didsbury air¬ 
port, said Olhauaser.

CAO on sick leave terminated three

On July 16, more than 
a month after he went 
on sick leave, former 
Town of Didsbury CAO 
Roy Brown terminated 
three employees, citing 
“organizational restruc¬ 
turing.” 

Brown had been 
absent from the town 
office since June 10. 

However in a memo 
to town council and 
staff July 16, Brown said 
“some tough decisions 
had to be made for our 
organization to achieve 


the high level of effi¬ 
ciency and fiscal respon¬ 
sibility that our residents 
demand and deserve.” 

Development offi¬ 
cer Dani Woodman and 
Wanda Braybrook of 
payroll and accounts 
receivable saw their 
jobs eliminated. Dean 
Mousseau in the finan¬ 
cial services department 
“has chosen to move up 
her retirement date," 
Brown said in the memo. 

Public works man¬ 
ager Greg Skotheim had 
infrastructure and pro¬ 
ject management added 
to his workload and the 


legislative services man¬ 
ager had development 
added to his responsibil¬ 
ities. 

Brown said in the 
memo, “For the past 9 
months we have focused 
our attention towards 
department effective¬ 
ness and overall organ¬ 
izational performance. 

“We have spent con¬ 
siderable time research¬ 
ing and debating meth¬ 
ods in which the organ¬ 
ization can be even more 
effective.”

factory because EMS is 
required to meet the heli¬ 
copter, because it has 
the medical equipment 
needed to transport a 
patient to the hospital, 
and the fire dep;irtment 
must inspect the runway 
for debris before the 
helicopter lands,” said 
Olhauser. 

“We have used the Zion 
church parking lot, but 
we have that access only 
when the building is not 
in use for a function and 
the south doors of the 
building (which open 
onto the parking lot) are 
locked.” 


As at the airport, EMS 
and the fire department 
must be present, he said. 

On one occasion in 
winter, chips of ice from 
the surface of the lot 
were lifted and driven 
by the helicopter rotor 
backwash into a small 
gathering of spectators. 

The new helipad will 
comply with Transport 
Canada rules for its 
size to accommodate 
the large newer STARS 
helicopters and have 
the two approach paths, 
windsock, markings and 
lighting needed for cer¬ 
tification.

at Queen’s University 
before embarking on 
a career of business 
development, finance 
and planning, thinks 
ensuring “a sustainable 
social, economic and 
environmental future 
for Didsbury" starts by 
“empowering individuals 
and developing a broad 
base of community 
leadership.” 

Bentley is set to 
present his brief to town 
council tonight, Sept 8. 

He is best known as the 
builder of the library’s 
little free library book¬ 
shelves that are installed 
curbside around the 
town, and as the volun¬ 
teer behind the lending 
library of tools that will 
be introduced at the 
library during Mountain 
View Arts Festival week¬ 
end. 

He recommends that 
the town create the 
Tourism and Economic 
Development Board sug¬ 
gested in the 2012 muni¬ 
cipal development plan 
but never launched. 

Bentley calls for revis¬ 
ing and updating the 
2008 economic develop¬ 
ment plan to take into 
consideration eight steps 
that will underpin eco¬ 
nomic development. 

These steps include 
an inventory of physical 
assets and human attrib- 


education and availabil¬ 
ity of other resources. 

The plan should 
address “retail leakage” 
which costs the town $24 
million a year. 

He recommends 
“localism” including Buy 
Didsbury and regional 
branding and creating 
“wow” experiences. 

Business retention and 
expansion can start with 
“creative and innovative 
measures” to deal with, 
by his count, 65 vacant 
business premises. 

The plan should probe 
tourism and promotion. 

And it should exam¬ 
ine projects focusing on 
commercial enterprises, 
entrepreneurial efforts 
and industrial, residen¬ 
tial and health-care pro¬ 
jects. 

“There are no quick 
‘one size fits all’ solu¬ 
tions,” he cautions. 

“Patience and perse¬ 
verance are required 
(and) progress, when it 
comes, is usually in small 
amounts.” 

Bentley has circulat¬ 
ed drafts of his brief to 
prominent community 
groups and leaders for 
several months. 

He said he has had 
mixed response, but 
notes that other eco¬ 
nomic development pro¬ 
jects and proposals have 
not progressed in recent 
years.

“The Dragons are a community 
team, not strictly speaking a high 
school program, but we are glad 
to have them using our school 
and co-operating with them," said 
high school principal Garth Dagg. 

“And most of the boys on the 
team are our students." 

Ross Ford elementary, which 
offers K4 classes, had its school 
tour for new students and their 
parents Aug. 28. 

Westglen, the middle school 
with grades 5-8 classes, will hold 
its Meet the Teachers evening 
Sept. 10 with a beef on a bun 
supper. 

Carolyn Massel, who grew up 
on a farm, has spent most of her 
teaching career in Didsbury and 
says that one excellent feature 
that all the schools in Didsbury 
share is a strong music and band 
program. 


It dates back some 40 years to a 
single teacher, a Mr. Evans. 

“He was Welsh and a sergeant 
nuyor and he taught in all the 
schools,” Massel said. 

“Anyone who went to school 
here in those years will remem¬ 
ber him and we have his musical 
legacy today.” 

High school principal Garth 
Dagg echoed Massel’s enthusi¬ 
asm for the band program. 

“Good bands start at Ross Ford 
elementary,” said Dagg.

“And last year our band went 
to Spain for a concert tour,” said 
Dagg. 

He also praised his students’ 
academic achievement. 

Didsbury student marks rank 
above the provincial average, he 
said.
